No Specific Mention of M 
Planks or other subjects prepared by 


the President have been turned over to 
the sub-committee by Secretary of War 
Baker; who brought them here from 
Washington. It is learned there will be 
no specific mention of Mexico in declara- 
tion of principles, but that the relation 
of the United States with the southern 
republic \ill be covered in a general 
way in the plank dealing with foreign 
affairs. This plank will declare that 
‘every nation has a right to regulate its 
own internal affairs. 

Adequate protection for Americans at 
home and abroad will be among the 
pronouncements and a permanent peace 
tribunal will be looked upon with fa- 
vor. There will be a preparedness plank 
for defense that will not only satisfy 
Democrats, but will please the Pro- 
gressives, the leaders say. The platform 
will contain an unequivocal expression 
against war for aggrandizement.

ON WRECKED ShiP 
HAVE BEEN SAVED 


One Boatload Believed to Have 
Perished on California Coast; 
Others Probably Safe. 


FIVE BODIES RECOVERED 


Ship Hits Rock in a Heavy: Fog 
and. Wireless Summons 
Rescuers. 


EUREKA, Cal., June 15.—Eighty-two 
survivors from the coasting steamer 
Bear, wrecked last night near Cape 
Mendocino, had been accounted for to- 
day, and five persons were known to 
have perished. 

Indications are that one boatload was 
lost, with good chances that everyone 
else had been or would be rescued. 

The lineup at 10:30 a. m. stood as 
follows: 

Aboard the Bear, leaving Portland: 
First-class passengers, 99; steerage, 
25; crew, 92; total, 216. 

Accounted for: Drowned, 56; 
cued by steamer Grace Dollar, 
ashore, 20; total, 87. 

Of eight lifeboats which got away 
from the Bear, two made shore, one 
probably upset and an unknown 
number were picked up by the Grace 
Dollar. 

The passengers and crew took to the 
lifeboats at midnight. The fog which 
brought disaster to the Bear continued 
impenetrable today. 

The naval radio station on Goat 
Island reported that the steamer 
Grace Dollar was bringing to Eureka 
62 passengers rescued from the Bear. 

The battleship Qregon, and the steam-~- 
er Grace Dollar answered the 8 O 8 
calls of the stranded liner. A tug and 
life-saving crew from this port are also 
at the scene. 

Everybody went over the sides into 
small boats. The Bear was leaking 
‘TY badly when deserted and at daybreak 
showed signs of breakin up. 

The sea was calm and there was but 
little wind when the passengers and 
crew took to the boats. Later a heavy 
swell started to run and the wind fresh- 
ened. 

Sugar Loaf Rock juts out of the sea 
at the outermost end of a long ledge of 
rocks known as Blunt’s Reef, which ex- 
tends out from Cape Mendocino for 
about five miles. Within the last twen- 
ty years a dozen boats have been piled 
up on the rocks of the reef, with the 
loss of many lives.

LAREDO, Tex., June 15.—American 
Consul Garrett, at Nuevo Laredo, Mex., 
has wired the State Department at 
Washington recommending. that this 
city be placed under martial law, ac- 
cording to a seemingly authentic report 
here. 

LAREDO, Tex., June 15.—One hundred 
Mexican bandits, crossing the Rio 
Grande 40 miles southeast of here 
today, attacked the American 
patrol near San Ignatie;” 
and wounding four, according to re 
sent to Fort McIntosh here, over. 
field, telephone. 

The Mexicans expected to find an 
insignificant detachment of Americans. 
nstead they were met by sroops I and 
M of the Fourteenth Cavalry, 140 strong, 
under Maj. Alonzo Gray. They were 
driven .back across the river, losing 
eight dead and several wounded. Forty- 
two horses were captured in the pursuit. 


The bandits made their attack on 


the river, heard the shooting and hur- 
r‘ed to the scene, arriving in a few min- 
utes. The attackers soon lost heart. 
They retreated southward along the 
river, keeping on the American side for 
some distance before crossing back to 
Mexican soil. 


The attack began at 2 a. m. The fight- 
ing lasted about 30 minutes.. A. bright 
moon lighted the scene. 

The Americans were only partly sur- 
prised. The Mexicans succeeded in mak- 
ing their way around to the rear of the 
patrol camp. The first shot was fired 
at a sentry. 


That it was not the intention of the 
raiders to sack the little town of San 
Ignacio was indicated in their approach- 
ing the camp some distance from the 
settlement. This was regarded as al- 
most positive evidence that a premedi- 
tated attack on the border patrol was 
the only thing in mind. 

Col. Brown has requested county 
officials to warn all Mexicans in 
ranches near here to get away from 
the river. 


DRAFT OF NOTE 
TO CARRANZA 
1S COMPLETED 


Lansing Presents It to President 
and They Hold Long Con- 


ference on Situation. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Secretary 
Lansing laid before President Wilson 
today the completed draft of a note to 
Gen. Carranza replying to the demand 
that.American troops be withdrawn 
from Mexico. The President and Lan- 
sing conferred at length on the situa- 
tion. 

Unless some new development forces 
the situation, the reply will not be sent 
until next week at the earliest. Presi- 
dent Wilson and his advisers are anxti- 
ous to deal with the Carranza note in 
such fashion that action cannot be at- 
tributed to domestic politics. 

As prepared by Secretary Lansing, it 
is understood the note flatly declines to 
withdraw American troops from Mexi- 
co until the de facto Government has 
shown both its willingness and its abil- 
ity to police the border states properly. 
It also is said to make sharp rejoinder 
to suggestions of the Mexican communi- 
cation which officials regard as discour- 
ieous and uncalled for. Carranza ques- 
tioned the good faith of the Washington 
administration and openly hinted that 
President Wilson had his eyes on the 
American political convention In dealing 
with the situation beyond the border. 

It will be pointed out, it is understood, 
that a -friendly. spirit constantly has 
been manifested towards Mexico and 
Carranza will be told that failure of 
Mexican and the American troops to 
co-operate for whe extermiration of 
bandits was due to the hostility and 
exhibited Mexicans,

GIVES UP FlGhl 


ON THE MILL TAX), WOULD ARBITRATE 


The United Railways Co. today 
gave up its 10-year fight against the 
payment of the mill tax. Judge Henry 
S. Priest, counsel for the company, 
notified City Counselor Daves that 
tomorrow he would send a check to 
the city for $1,839,205.46, the full 
amount of seven judgments issued in 
favor of the city to cover the mill tax 
owed by the United Railways Co. from 
1903 to 1910. 

The total amount due for that period 
is about $2,300,000, but the excess over 
what the United Railways will now pay 
is represented by judgments against the 
St. Louis Transit Co. The United Rail- 
ways Co. contends that the Transit com- 
pany has no assets. No bond was put 
up to insure the payment of the Transit 
company judgments. 

About $1,000,000 of mill tax has accrued 
since 1910 This is still in Litigation.

var AUST 
SUFFRAGE PLANK 


Only Three of Seven Come Out 
in Favor of Constitutional 
Amendment. 


Suffragists fighting for an equal 
rights plank in the Democratic na- 
tional platform today regarded the 
Resolutions Subcommittee appointed 
last night as none too favorable to 
their cause. Only three of its mem- 
bers, Representative Rainey of IIli- 
nois, Senator Walsh of Montana and 
Hollis of New Hampshire are out- 
spoken for suffrage, it was declared, 
while four, Senator Martin of Vir- 
ginia, Gov. Stanley of Kentucky, Sena- 
tor Pomerene of Ohio, and Represen- 
tative Fitzgerald of New York are 
against it. 

The other two, Chairman Stone and 
former Representative Palmer of

Such a declaration would ye entirely 


satisfactory to the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association, but unsat- 
isfactory to the Woman’s party. Hence 
the latter organization today exerted 
every influence to convince members of 
the subcommittee that Democratic suc- 
cess next fall in the 12 states in which 
women are  enfranchised, depended 
largely on the Democrats going farther 
in their platform than the Republicans 
have gone. - 

For the party to Indorse the same as 
the other, they argued would mean only 
a split in the vote, whereas the Dem- 
ocrats by declar'ng for a suffrage 
amendment now could garner the great-. 
er number of the 4,000,000 women vot- 
ers claimed by the Woman’s party in 
the 12 states. 

News that President Wilson’s national 
platform draft, now in the hands of the 
subcommittee, contained a suffrage 
plank, revealed last night, convinced 
suffragists that they will not be entirely 
ignored by the Resolutions Committee. 

The President’s plank, however, which 
declared for the principle of suffrage 
only, it is understood, was not satisfac- 
tory to all members of the Resolutions 
Committee and is likely to be revised. 

Last night in public hearings, the Res- 
olutions Committee gave the suffragists 
and anti-suffragists an hour. The time 
was divided 15 minutes each to the Na- 
tional American Woman’s Suffrage As- 
sociation; the National Woman's party, 
the. Southern States Conference and 
antis. 


Antis Get First Chance 
The antis made the first argument 


through Mrs. Arthur Dodge of New} 
York and Mrs. A. J. George of Massa- 
chusetts. Mrs. Dodge contended the rec- 
ord of the last four years showed most 
of the states in which suffrage had been 
an issue registered against enfranchising 
women. She argued that in view of that 
fact the men in the convention should 
represent the women of these states. 

“Don't believe them when. they say 
they have 4,000,000 votes to throw against 
you,” said Mrs. George. “The 4,000,000 
are not going to say that suffrage is 
first. It must be apparent that when 
they divide into three detachments be- 
fore this committee to present their 
views that they cannot agree even in 
the one thing they want—suffrage."’ 

Miss Ann Martin for the Woman's 
party told the committee that, as a mat- 
ter of practical politics, it should re- 
member that the 4,000,000 women voters 
in the 12 suffrage states might deter- 
mine where 81 electoral votes would go 
next winter. She said it would be bet- 
ter for the Democrats to concillate the 
women than the Progressives. 


Points to O rtunity. 

“Your great opportunity,” said Miss 
Maud Younger, “is to pass a constitu- 
tional amendment for suffrage before 
Congress adjourns.

“Mother, I am going to ask one of 
those men if he won't let you have

That Was the Keynote. 


No keynoter could have outlined the 
platform of his party more succinctly.

HIS convention is unique among 
the American conventions of al 
the parties since the Civil War, in its 
entire unanimity of opinion. Last week 
at Chicago there were the radicals and 
the stockbrokers, widely divergent in 
ideals, and in immediate aims. In the 
Republican convention there was a 
small but enthusiastic Roosevelt minor- 
ity and a silent but vicious anti-Roose- 

velt group. 

But here there is absolute harmony. 
The differences between Bryan and 
Murphy are not worth stating. The 
Middle West has no quarrel with Wall 
street. The solid South did not pro- 
test when the band all day yesterday 
delayed playing “Dixie” and played it 
only once to moderate cheers this morn- 
ing. Not a rebel yell has been lifted 
in the convention, and no Populist whis- 
kers are in evidence, either in the plat- 
form or on the floor. 

It is merely Wilson, that’s all. The 
Democratic bosses and the Democratic 
masses are eating out of his hand. The 
spectacle doesn’t inspire passionate de- 
votion. So we see the gallery breaches 
of the convention yawning in brown 


proceedings, and above everything else 
we find a burning desire to go home, 
in the hearts of the delegates. Home- 
sickness is the one consuming emotion 
of the crowd. And so the convention 
will speed up and probably adjourn 
after midnight tomorrow night. 

Of course, harmony may not make 
votes. But it is not losing any, and so 
the Democrats are to go home happy. 


Differences Are Lacking. 
It fakes differences to arouse passions, 


without a protest, a Democratic con- 
vention let a band recruited from a 
younger generation, to whom all war 
songs sound alike, play ‘a long list of 
Union war songs, and the crowd even 
joined in singing John Brown’s body! 
Doubtless in the chorus that swelled 
from the young throats many voices 
sang “We'll hang Jeff Davis on a sour 


to the happy land which beckoned 
“Old Black Joe,” and here today were 
only the angel voices calling—calling, 
but with small response. 

Every few minutes, when the keynoter 
touched off an oratorical skyrocket, 
the delegates waved their flags, the 
white lights flashed on, and the mov- 
‘Ing picture machines began to rattle, 
and a deluded world will see the Demo- 
crats whooping it up for their cause. 
But the picture shows only the high 
moments and leaves unemphasized the 
long, patient and by no means un- 
Pleasant moments of the first morning 
session during which the delegates sat 
cheerfully but not enthusiastically and 
waited for the gavel to fall upon ad- 
journment.

And 
he made a speech for preparedness and 
a strong foreign policy that was clear- 
ly addressed to the Progressives. Bat it 
was so adroitly worded that it pleased 
Bryan. Bryan came into the conven- 
tion, with a reporter’s badge on, amid a 
storm of cheers, but curiously enough 
not so lound nor long a storm as 
greeted him in the Bull Moose conven- 
tion last week. And among the re- 
porters sat Bryan, his fine bald head 
looking up, like the helmet of Navarre, 
and when he nodded it in approval of 
the peace claims of Glynn, Bryan was 
something more in the convention than 
a bystander. This is the first Demo- 
cratic convention since 1892 that has 
not been dominated by Bryan as a dele- 
gate or as a candidate. It will be rather 
unusual, if a convention of a party 
which he has led for 20 years shall sit 
beside him coldly and casual to his 
opinions.

Republicans’ False Issue on Tariff 
to Be Removed by a Tariff Commission 


The Democratic party undertook to 
enact a new tariff law in keeping with 
the historic principles of the Democratic 
party and justice to all the people. The 
Wemocratic party believes that the right 
of taxation can only exist for the pur- 
pose of raising sufficient revenue to run 
the Government. Taxation never did 
justly exist and never will in a free gov- 
ernment for the purpose of enriching 
one class at the expense of all the rest 
of the people. We undertook the ref- 
ormation of the tariff with open minds 
and clean hands, unowned, unpledged to 
any interest except that of the public 
welfars, and we are proud of our 
achievement in writing into law the 
present Underwood-Simmons tariff bill.

Federal Reserve Law. 

Would our, Republican opponents re- 
peal the present Federal reserve law 
that emancipated the credit of a nation; 
that made the credit of the country tu 
run in life-giving currents through the 
avenues of business? Under the old sys- 
tem a few men could create a panic, as 
the whole nation witnesses in 1907, when 
all the world was at peace and enjoyinz 
unusual prosperity. A small group cf 
men upon Manhattan Island precipitated 
overnight one of the greatest panics in 
the history of the nation. It toppled 
values, wrecked fortunes, destroyed 
holdings, turned out of employment 
thousands of men, and locked the door 
of almost every bank in the country 
against the depositor who called for his 
own money. 

The Republican party—in control for 4 
years of our national life—either did not 
have the ability or the courage or the 
desire to remedy this brutal system that 
lodged the money of a nation in the con. 
trol of this group of men. The Demo- 
cratic party took control of this nation, 
and under the leadership of Woodrow 
Wilson met this great problem.

freedom, peace with honor Without 
these all is slavery beside. Woodrow 
Wilson and the Democratic party ad- 
vocate an army big enough to make ay- 
gressors think the second time before 
they strike a blow. Democracy wants 
an army and a navy in keeping with the 
dignity, preservation and worth of this 
great republic. Such preparedness and 
ability to defend ourselves, our cities 
from bombardment, and our soil from 
invasion, and to protect the rights of 
our citizens is the purpose of Woodrow 
Wilson. I want a navy large enough 
that it will be impossible for a foreign 
shell to fall in a single American city. | 
want an army strong enough to make t 
impossible for Aan agegressor’s foot to 
press American soil. We do not want a 
foot of anybodys else's soil, and, the 
eternal God, they shall not take a font 
of ours. I do not fear militarism. It 
has never menaced a free people. 

In this land freedom the right to 
declare war rests with the people them- 
selves. Those who must fight its bat- 
tles, speaking through their duly ac- 
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credited representatives in Congress— 
the House ani the Senate—can alone de- 
clare war, and as the people can de- 
Clare war so they can proclaim peace. 
Democracy believes m preparedness 
without militarism. During this adminis- 
tration we have done more to build up 
an army and navy in three years than 
the Republican party did in 4 years of 
its existence. More has been dore to 
give the American people a navy and 
army in three months than Col. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Taft did in 11 years. The 
President challenged the seeming over- 
whelming opposition of Congress and of 
his own party in the name of self-de- 
fense ‘and America first’’ he took his 
cause to the country, and in the great 
and unshackled court of public opinion 
summoned the American people to the 
rescue. Their response was immediate 
and overwhelming in his support. Pres- 
ident Wilson acts, he does not rant; he 
builds, he does not bluster. 


No President during the life of this 
republic has ever had to deal with so 
many delicate and dangerous problems 
as those which have confronted Presi- 
dent Wilson during the last two years of 
his incumbency in office.

rope, with Mexico in revolution at our 
border, these difficult and complicated 
international problems have confronted 
him almost: daily, and he has handled 
them as becomes a patriot and a states- 
man. When the Lusitania was sunk the 
militant voice of Theodore Roosevelt 
cried out for war, and if he had been 
President of the United States at that 
time today 500,000 brave American sons 
would be contending around the fort of 
Verdun in this mighty maelstrom of 
blood—thousands would have been buried 
in the ditches. Our President, patient, 


President’s Policy 


The Mexican situation was inherited 
by the Democratic Party from the ad- 
ministration of President Taft. It had 
refused recognition of Huerta, and the 
same policy was followed along these 
lines by President Wilson, because he 
believed with President Taft that as- 
sassination should not be rewarded with 
the presidency of the Republic of Mex- 
ico. The President has dealt with the 
Mexican situation, and his policy has 
been the same as that of Abraham Lin- 
eoln under like conditions more than 
half a century ago. Speaking through 
his great Secretary of State, Mr. Lin- 
coln said: 

“For a few years past the condition 
of Mexico has been so unsettled as to 
raise the question on both sides of the 
Atlantic whether the time has not come 
when some foreign Power ought, in the 
interest of society generally, to inter- 
vene—to establish a protectorate or 
some other form of government in that 
country and. guarantee its continuance 
there. You will not fail to assure the 
Government of Mexico that the Presi- 
dent neither has, nor can ever have, any 
sympathy with such designs, in what- 
ever quarter they may arise or what- 
ever character they may take on. The 
President never for a moment doubis 
that the republican system is to pass 
safely through all ordeals and prove a 
permanent success in our own country, 
and so be recommended to adoption by 
all other nations. But he thinks also 
that the system everywhere has to make 
its way painfully through difficulties 
and embarrassments which result from 
the action of antagonistic elements 
which are a legacy of former times anc 
very different institutions. 

“The President is hopeful of the ulti- 
mate triumph of this system over ll 
obstacles as well in regard to Mexico 
as in regard to every other American 
state: but he feels that those states are 
nevertheless justly entitled to a greater 
forbearance and more generous sym- 
pathies from the Government and peo- 
ple of the United States than they are 
likely to receive in any other quarter. 
The President trusts that your mission, 
manifesting these sentiments, will re- 
assure the Government of Mexico of his 
best disposition to favor their com- 
merce and their internal improvements. 
I find the archives here full of com- 
plaints against the Mexican Govern- 
ment for violation of contracts, and 
spoliation and cruelties practiced against 
American citizens. It is not the Presi- 
dent’s intention to send forward such 
claims at the present moment. He will- 
ingly defers the performance of a duty, 
which at any time would seem ungra- 
cious, until the incoming administra- 
tion in Mexico shall have had time, if 
possible, to cement its authority.”’ 

When American soil was invaded the 
President quickly ordered the United 
States troops into Mexico upon their 
punitive expedition. They are there 
now, and I have no doubt will remain 
as long as there is a possibility of the 
capture and punishment of the murder- 
ers who invaded American soil or are 
needed for the protection of American 
lives along the border. When the Re- 
publican platform at Chicago denounced 
the Mexican policy of Woodrow Wilson 
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patriotic, far-sighted, the real states- 
man, handled this question with the 
greatest ability, and won for America its 
greatest diplomatic victory. 

Some gentlemen in Congress undertook 
to take out of the President's hand the 
right of handling our foreign situation. 
Congress met that quickly, decisively, 
and said that they stood, as every 
American should stand, back of the 
President of the United States. When 
the President sent his ultimatum to 
Germany he was criticized by two ele- 
ments—one that he was seeking to 
force the country into war and the 
other was that he was too cowardly to 
engage in the conflict. There are hap- 
pily two kinds of courage; the courage 
of the man who is willing to undertake 
the danger himself and the: courage of 
the man that sends others to the con- 
flict. The courage ‘of the man who 
wishes himself to enter the conflict may 
be rash, for he alone is to suffer, but 
the courage to take a nation into war, 
where millions of lives may be sacri- 
ficed, is another kind of courage. it 
is a courage that must be able to stand 
bitter abuse; a courage that moves 
slowly, acts coolly, and strikes no blow 
as long as diplomacy may be employed, 
honor of the country upheld, the flag 
respected, and lives of Americans pro- 
tected. Woodrow Wilson has both kinds 
of courage—the courage of conflict and 
the courage to act coolly and sensibly 
when he is dealing with the lives .of 
others—the fate of a nation. It was n. 
time for divided counsel. The interfer- 
ence of Congress would have created 
chaos in this country, contempt for our 
honor and our country abroad, and 
would have destroyed the power of 
America to either maintain its honor or 
protect the rights of the neutrals of the 
world.

Same as That of Abraham Lincoln 


it denounced at the same time the simi- 
lar Mexican policy of Abraham Lincoln 
—the one they have heretofore called 
the “patron saint’’ of the Republican 
party. 

When the Lincoln administration came 
into power, Mexico had been in turmoil 
for years. The Government of Juarez 
was in power, but was unable to enforce 
order. Not only had American property 
been destroyed, but American lives had 
been lost and a ‘member of the Ameri- 
ican legation had been rn.urdered. It 
is a perfectly easy thing for the Presi- 
dent of the United States to plunge 
his country into war if he is a politi- 
cian before he’is a patriot. He would 
seek his own re-election as he came 
upon horseback up the bloody highway 
of contending armies. The American 
people have never yet repudiated a 
war President and never will. We are 
naturally a red-blooded, fighting race. 
Of course, our army could invade Mex- 
ico and march in triumph to {ts cap- 
ital, but after the war was over other 
armies would march—an army of wid- 
Ows and orphans, an army of cripples 
and men broken in health, an army of 
pensioners and an army of tax collec- 
tors gathering up the earnings of the 
people to pay the great war debt. All 
America wants peace—peace with honor. 

The Republican party defeated by fili- 
buster the shipping bill proposed by the 
Democratic party, which, if it had been 
enacted, would have made impossible 
the more than 200 miles of railroad side 
tracks crowded by the products of the 
American factory and the American 
farm by enabling us to get shipments 
abroad and we would by this time have 
been enabled to have a merchant marine 
to take the products of the field and the 
factory and the mines to the hungry 
markets of Europe. 

They offer to the United States the 
often proposed and always defeated sub- 
sidy to the shipowners to be paid out of 
the treasury of the people of the United 
States. This time they call it by the 
name of subvention, but it means, of 
course, the taking of the people’s money 
to enrich a few men. They seem to be 
perfectly willing to take the public 
money and give “It to other people to 
operate shipping abroad, but they are 
uterly unwilling that the Government of 
the United States shall with the people's 
money purchase these ships and operate 
them if private capital is not willing to 
do so without subsidy or, as they call it, 
subvention from the treasury, and what- 
ever profit was made by the Govern- 
ment’s operation would go into the pub- 
lic treasury. The Republican platform 
proposes a subsidy to the shipowner, the 
profit going into their pockets. In other 
words, it is willing for the United States 
to pay the loss, if there is any, in oper- 
ating the ships when it is done by pri- 
vate capital, but unwilling for the Gov- 
ernment to render the service if private 
capital will not undertake it.

No Space Is Wasted. 
North and south of the presiding of- 


ficer, on stages raised four feet above 
the floor on which the delegates sit, 
are the representatives of the press. 
Back of the presiding officer are the 
seats for the members of the national 
committee, Cabinet officers, United 
States Senators and other distinguished 
guests.| All the arrangements are made 
with good measurements, and no space 
is wasted. This has had the effect of 
discouraging cheek-to-jowl conference 
while the convention is in session. One 
cannot with propriety climb over two 
or three Senators to talk to his national 
committeeman. 

The presiding officer, from his eyrie, 
has the whole assembly under his eye. 
Beside him are the parliamentarian and 
other assistants, just behind the ser- 
geant at arms, and just in front and be- 
low the reading clerks. 

For the better diffusion of light, the 
ceiling is draped with white, and around 
the edges of the light-colored cloth, the 
bunting in the national colors begins. 

Powerful lights depend from the raft- 
ers, and their use is gauged by the 
power of the sun. When it is behind 
a cloud all lights are turned on. when 
the sun shines full, few lights are nec- 
essary.

HOMER s, CUMMINGS of Connecti- 
cut, vice chairman National Com- 
mittee: The historical allusions in 
Gov. Glynn’s speech as to the attitude 
assumed and the policies pursued by 
previous American Presidents in inter- 
national crises overwhelmingly support 
the present court of President Wilson. 
How the Repubilcans can hope to re- 
verse the veridct of history it is diffi- 
cult to see. The critics of the adminis- 
tration will receive but scant attention 
in the courts of public opinion unless 
they are able to present a more intelli- 
gent criticism of the administration 
than has thus far been forthcoming. It 
Was a great and unanswerable argu- 
ment. 

SENATOR T. J. WALSH of Mon- 
tama: I thought Gov. McGlynn's 
speech a remarkably brilliant and 
eloquent one. It served to bring out 
clearly the significance of the com- 
plaints made by the Republican 
speakers and the Republican platfotm 
concerning the foreign policy of Pres- 
fdent Wilson's administration. It 
brought home te every hearer and 
will bring home to every reader that 
if these complaints have any signifi- 
cance they mean that our controver- 
sies, instead of being settled by the 
derided notes, of which so much 
sport has been made, shall have to 
be settled by war. It further served 
to show that if the Republican party 
has any purposes for the future, it 
proposes to settle the pending con- 
troversies, and to meet those which 
hereafter arise, by war instead of by 
negotiation. 

ROGER CC. SULLIVAN, Iilinois 
leader: It was an excellent and strik- 
ing address. The declaration as to the

Wilson as vacillating. The grave prob- 
lems which have been solved by diplo- 
matic negotiations have been preceded 
by problems of practically the same 
character and which were disposed of 
‘ by Republican Presidents in the same 
way. I consider that the speech met 
and disposed of one of the biggest is- 
sves in the forthcoming campaign.

Rostron 
who is 
termed the champion woman chess 
player of the United States, was the 
latest of 47 new names of St. Louisans 
which were placed in the 1916-1917 edi- 
tion of ‘“Who’s Who in America,’’ the 
standard biographical reference book of 
the United States, which has just been 
issued. 

The other St. Loulsans’ names appear 
in the body of the new book, but Mrs. 
Burgess’ name is in a four-page list of 
addenda, comprising biographical sketch- 
es which were received too late for 
alphabetical classification. 

Mrs. Burgess is a graduate of the 
Central High School, class of 1875, and 
won the feminine chess championship in 
1907, the sketch says. She retained the 
title in another match in 1908. She is 
described as an honorary member of the 
St. Louis Chess Club, and an active 
church worker. 

Misses Zoe Akins and Lily Winner, 
playwrights, are among the St. Louisans 
who make their first appearance in this 
volume of “‘Who's Who.’ Mayor Kiel, 
President Harper of the Board of Edu- 
cation, Congressman Meeker and Car! F. 
Deichman, a St. Louisan in the United 
States consular service, who recently 
had a narrow escape from drowning off 
the Brazilian coast, are other new “ar- 
rivals.”’ 

The name of the late Alphonso C. 
Stewart appears for the first time in 
this year’s volume, he having died while 
the book was in press. The name of 
Alanson D. Brown, who died in 1913, 
still appears, through some oversight in 
editing. 

The name of John E. Franklin, pres- 
ident of the Bankers Trust Co., appears 
for the first time this year. Franklin’s 
affairs have been in a receivership and 
in the hands of a Creditors’ Committee 
since July, and a Creditors’ Committee 
and a receiver have handled his business 
since that time. The new book speaks 
of Franklin as president of the Bankers 
Trust Co. since 1906, and as having an 
office in the National Bank of Com- 
merce Building. Franklin’s name is 
not In the city directory.

) In view of these instances it will be 
seen that the names of members of the 
Supreme Court have been before the 
electors or conventions on 10 different 
occasions since 1796 and include nine 
members of the Supreme Court. 


It is a fact of history that the respec- 
tive political parties have not hesitated 
to fill vacancies on the Supreme bench 
with their partisans, and the decisions 
of that Court clearly reflect doctrine ac- 
cording to its political composition. 
There are three distinct periods in 
which the conceptions of the dominant 
party are revealed.

Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and 
mad» appointments to the 16 Federal 
circuits established under the Judiciary 
act of 1801.

Appointed Own Partisan. 

Jefferson. was. bitterly. displeased 
with these appointments and determined 
to undo them. There being no way 
provided by the Constitution for the 
removal of Federal Judges except by 
impeachment, Jefferson caused his 
partisans in Congress to repeal the 
Judiciary act in its entirety. With the 
passage of a new ‘judiciary act, the 
Jeffersonians were enabled to do what 
they had so strongly condemned in the 
Federalists, namely, to appoint their 
own partisans to the; bench. 

However, Chief Justice Marshall was 
extending the power and jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court through his deci- 
sions and it became the dominating aim 
of Jefferson’s life to pack the court 
against Federalist influences. The Jef- 
fersonian appointees to vacancies, how- 
ever, including the able Justice Story, 
readily yielded to Marshall’s overpower- 
ing leadership. 

The Supreme Court was the last 
stronghold of the Federalist party, and 
during the succeeding triumphs of. the 
Jeffersonians the Federalists seriously 
considered drafting Marshall as their 
strongest possible candidate. In 1816 he 
was put forward as a candidate against 
Monroe, but the Jeffersonians had be- 
come invincible. 

It may be recalled, too, that in 1828 it 
was sought to induce Justice Story to 
become a candidate, but he declined out 
of a desire to return to private life. He 
resigned the following year to become 
Dane Professor of Law at Harvard. 

Perhaps the most-mentioned member 
of the Supreme Court in connection with 
a presidential nomination was Justice 
John McLean. In 1848, by reason of his 
attitude on slavery, his name was 
brought before the Buffalo ‘“‘Free Soil’ 
convention and, with the slavery ques- 
tion becoming more acute, he was a 
leading competitor of John C. Fremont 
for the Republican nomination in 1834. 
His name was again prominently before 
the convention that nominated Lincoln 
in 1860. 

Chase Was a Candidate. 

In none of these instances,. perhaps, 
did there exist so widely known an am- 
bition to become President as in the 
case of Salmon P. Chase, who had been 
appointed Chief Justice by Lincoln in 
1864. He was a dominating figure and a 
consummate politician and he was an 
avowed candidate of the Democratic 
party in 1868, which nominated Horatio 
Seymour of New York. The story has 
been told as a fact that Chase had ar- 
ranged for the nomination of Seymour 
with the understanding that Seymour 
would withdraw in his fayor. Accord- 
ing to the story, Seymour refused t»> 
abide by the understanding, leaving 
Chase still'on the Supreme Court.

Nearly Half of Those Sitting in 
Convention in These 
Two Classes. 


A canvas of the delegations to the 
Democratic National convention, made 
by Post-Dispatch reporters to ascertain 
the occupations of the delegates, dis- 
closed that nearly half of the dele- 
gates are lawyers or public officials. 

Of the latter the majority are state, 
county and city officials. Nine United 


States Senators and six Congressmen | 


are delegates. About 9) Federal job- 
holders are delegates. | 

There are 1209 delegates, exclusive of 
alternates, although only 1092 votes are 
to be cast in the convention. Thus 
there are 234 delegates sitting in the 
convention who have a half vote each. 

Of the delegates 43 are lawyers. 
Mississippi, Nevada and Wyoming are 
the only delegations which do not have 
a lawyer in the list. The public offi- 
cials in the convention number 129, in- 
cluding the 15 members of Congress. 

There are 78 bankers, 76 farmers, 6 
brewers, 64 editors, one author, 32 
doctors, 4 undertakers, 23 capitalists, 
124 merchants, 43 manufacturers, 11 
railroad employes, 12 hotel proprie. 
tors, 8 judges, 8 ranch owners, 5 
miners, 6 teachers, 9 brokers, 26 real 
estate operators, 20 insurance agents, 
4 druggists, 2 lumber dealers, 11 con- 
tractors, 5 laborers, 1 mine superin- 
tendent, 4 “professional politicians” 
and 20 who have no business. 

There are thirteen women delegates. 
Eight of them, when asked about their 
occupations, said they were ‘‘wives,’’ 
four replied that they were real estate 


operators and one said she is a farmer. 
The editors in the various delega- 


tions come from 265 states. The doc- 
tors are from 17 states and Missouri 
leads, with six men of this profession 
in its delegation. Missouri also has 
one of the four undertakers. 

Four of the five miners in the con- 
vention are from Alaska. Of the 20 
delegates who said they had no busi- 
ness, 18 are from the State of Wash- 


ington. There are no saloon keepers | 


in the convention. | - 

Of the larger delegations, Illinois, 
with its total strength of 68, has 21 
lawyers and 20 public officials; New 
York, with 90 votes, 25 lawyers and 
17 public officials; Pennsylvania, with 
56, has 33 lawyers and three public 
officials. 

Texas, with 48 votes, has 22 law- 
yers in its delegation, but no public 
officials. It has four railroad em- 
ployes, 9 merchants and only 65 
farmers. Georgia, with 56 delegates, 
has 23 lawyers and 11 public officials. 

Missouri, with 36 delegates, has 8 
lawyers and 6 public officials. Ken- 
tucky, with®34, has 18 lawyers and 7 
public officials. Massachusetts, with 
36, has 10 lawyers and 3 public offi- 
cials. Ohio, with 46, has 17 law- 
yers and no public officials. 

Three-fourths of the Alabama dele- 
gation are lawyers. There are 18 of 
them, associated with two farmers, 
one banker, one Judge, one editor and 
one capitalist.

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WHAT WOULD HUGHES HAVE DONE? 

The New York Tribune, which preferred Roose- 
velt, but accepted Hughes, calls him on the ques- 
tion of Americanism. It rejects his meaningless 
platitudes and demands that he define specifical- 
ly where he stands with regard to the propa- 
ganda of the German-American Alliance, which 
s0c |Claims the Republican candidate as its own. Mr. 
Hughes must answer the Tribune or forfeit the 
votes of a great multitude of Republicans and Pro- 
gressives who will not support a candidate who 
lacks the courage to make it clear that he stands 
squarely against anti-Americanism in every form. 

The American people demand that Mr. Hughes 


hie initial statement accepting the Republica 
nomination. Republican critics have sneered at 
the futility of President Wilson’s “fine phrasing.” 
Mr. Hughes is doing the fine phrasing. He is deal- 
ing in vague generalities. He must define him- 
self. 

The pro-German leaders indorse and support his 
candidacy on the ground that he would have been 
more “neutral” than Mr. Wilson; that in his for- 
eign policy he would not have done what the Pres- 


jident has done. 


In what respect would Mr. Hughes have acted 
other than the President did? What would he 
have done that the President has not done? At 
what point and in what manner would he have 
changed the President’s record? 

In his acceptance statement Mr. Hughes said: 


I stand for the firm and unflinching main- 
tenance of all the rights of American citizens 
on land and sea. I neither impugn motives 
nor underestimate difficulties. But it is most 
regrettably true that in our foreign relations 
we have suffered incalculably from the weak 
and vacillating course which has been taken 
with regard to Mexico—a course lamentably 
wrong with regard to both our rights and our 
duties. We interfered without consistency; and 
while seeking to. dictate when we were not 
concerned, we utterly failed to appreciate and 
discharge our plain duty to our own citizens. 

At the outset of the administration of the 

high responsibilities of our diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign nations we subordinated 
to a conception of partisan requirements and 
we presented to the world a humiliating speo- 
tacle of ineptitude. Belated efforts have not 
availed to recover the influence and prestige 
so unfortunately sacrificed and brave words 
have been stripped of their force by indecision. 


In the case of Mexico, it is not sufficient merely 
to criticise the President’s course as inconsistent 
and weak. Mr. Hughes must specify wherein it 
was inconsistent and weak and “failed to appre- 
ciate and discharge our plain duty to our own citi- 
zens.” What would he have done under similar 
circumstances? What would he do if similar cir- 
cumstances should arise during his presidency? 
Would Mr. Hughes, under similar conditions, have 
intervened in Mexico with armed force to restore 
order and set up @ government? Would he have 
gone to war with Mexico, torn by revolutionary 
factions, to enforce demands for apology and 
reparation from a de facto Government or a revo- 
lutionary chief? When would he have intervened? 
And how far would he have carried his interven- 
tion? : 

Be specific, Mr. Hughes. 

What does Mr. Hughes mean when he says that 
the high responsibilities of our diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign nations were “subordinated 
to a conception of partisan requirements and we 
presented to the world the humiliating spectacle 
of ineptitude”? What does he mean when he says 
‘belated efforts have not availed to recover the 
influence and prestige so unfortunately sacrificed 
and brave words have been stripped of their force 
by indecision”? 

What decision would Mr. Hughes have taken 
at any point in our diplomatic intercourse with 
the belligerent nations of Burope? 

Mr. Wilson refused to protest against the in- 
vasion of Belgium by Germany or to Interfere with 
the occupation of Belgium by Germany. 
Would Mr. Hughes have protested against the 
invasion of Belgium? Would he have joined the 
entente Powers in their resistance of Belgium's 
invasion? Would he have shaken the mailed ‘fist 
or thrown the shining armor of the United States 
into the European arena on account of Belgium? 
The pro-Germans in America demanded that 
President Wilson put an embargo on the sale and 
shipment of arms and ammunition to the allies, 
and the German Government protested against 
such sale and shipment. President Wilson re- 
fused the embargo, on the ground that it would 
be unneutral and violative of international law 
and usage and discriminatory and offensive to 
friendly Powers at war.

German 
military and naval attaches, Boy Hd and Von 
Papen, for activity in pro-German propaganda 
and conspiracies.

When the Sussex was sunk, irfvolving the death 
of Americans, Mr. Wilson sent a practical ulti- 
matum to Germany, demanding the cessation of 
all {llegal submarine warfare.

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How Weapons Began 
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SMILE of pure joy passed over

Popovers—Two eggs beaten well, 
to these add.4 cups of flour, 2 teaspoons 
of dry yeast baking powder and a little 
salt sifted well together; then add 1 
tablespoon of melted butter. Beat all 
well together. Bake in small muffin 
pans in quick oven. 


American Chop Suey—One pound 
hamburg steak, 1 medium size slice 
pork, 1 medium size onion, 1 smal] can 
tomatoes and spaghetti, % can tomato 
soup. Try out pork in frying pan, slice 
onion and add, remove pork when well 
cooked, leaving fat. Then add steak, 
then tomatoes and spaghetti, then % can 
soup. Cook about 10 minutes. 


Sour Milk Doughnuts—Two cupfuls 
sugar, 2 eggs, 1 piece of butter the 
size of a wainut, 2-3 of a cup of sour 
milk, % nutmeg (grated), enough flour 
to make a soft dough, 1 scant teaspoon- 
ful of soda and 1 pinch of salt. Mix 
thoroughly, roll on molding board, cut 
out and fry in hot lard until nicely 
browned. 


Lemon Pie—Line a pie tin with 
crust and bake to a delicate browWn. 
Take 1 cup of sugar, 1 tablespoonful of 
butter, 2 egg yolks, the rind and juice 
of 1 lemon, rub all together. Place on 
stove and add 1 cup of boiling water; 
when it comes to a boil stir in 3 table- 
spoonfuls of flour dissolved in cold 
water. Boil until cooked; place in crust 
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and make meringue of the egg whites. 
Put on top and set In oven to brown. 
This makes enough for 1 pie. 
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MAKE a pad to cover the clutch and 
brake and you can drive your 


car with white shoes on with im- 
punity. 

Lemonade made with oranges, 
,emons, a few slices of banana and 
sprigs of mint is delicious and re- 
freshing. 

Never waste the drippings or meat 
essence in the frying pan—it will 
make a savory brown of creamed 
gravy. 

A good way to serve the leftover 
chicken is to make a biscuit crust, 
the same as for oldfashined short- 
cake. Spread the chicken between 
and pour gravy on the whole. 

Save the pea pods after shelling 
the peas, wash the pods carefully 
and boll for half an hour in very 
little water; strain, add milk and 
seasoning, and you will have a de- 
licious soup. 

When an ink stain is difficult to 
remove and if the fabric is white, 
apply lemon juice and salt and keep 
the spect exposed to the sun.

F William J. Kasting Had Been. 


Taking Treatment for His 
Heart—Former St. Louisan. 


William F. Kasting, #4 years old, post- 
master of Buffalo, N. Y., who held the 
proxy of Mayor L. P. Fuhrman of Buf- 
falo, a delegate to the Democratic con- 
vention, was found dead in his room at 
the Maryland Hotel at 10:80 o’clock this 
morning. 

News of Kasting’s death was taken to. 
the New York delegation on the floor 
- of the convention hall, and immediately | 
' after escorting Permanent Chairman | 
James to the platform, Norman E. 
Mack of Buffalo, National Committee- 
_ Man from New York, left the conven- 
| tion hall to take charge of the body. 
we Kasting had been suffering from heart 
trouble for several months and was 
under the care of Dr. Robert Keaney, 
house physician at the hotel. Dr. Kea- 
ney said heart disease caused death. 

The body was found by Charles E. 
Lown, postmaster of Saginaw, Mich., 
who entered the room to awake Kast- 

ing. Lown said he had been in the 
room an hour and a half before and at 
that time Kasting seemed to be all right. 

Kasting was chairman of the Execu- 
-tlve Committee of the national organi- 

gation of postmasters, and was here 
attending a convention of that body. 

A committee of postmasters and a 
committee comprising several members 
of the New York delegation to the Dem- 
ocratic convention will accompany the 
bedy home. William Le Tour, brother- 
in-law of Kasting, here as a visitor to 
the convention, announced that he would 
algo accompany the body.
